1. In compliance with the request of Major W. G. Tharp of 15 September 19U5, 
the following plan of liquidation for the Field Experimental Unit is submitted: 

Upon receipt of the original orders from General Donovan to liquidate, 
this Unit had 55 persons assigned to it. Of this number 26 persons have been re- 
leased to date, leaving 29 persons assigned (18 military, 2 naval, 3 civilians and 
6 mail bags).

Captain G. D. Oswald, Air Corps, Acting Chief, Field 
Experimental Unit, advised me that Colonel Eiflor, Commanding 
Officor of the FEU, will return to Washington from the West 
Coast on Monday next, 17 September 1945. Major Frazee, their 
Executive Officer, is also out of the city and will return on 
Monday. 



Oswald stated that the present strength of FEU is as

In addition to the above personnel they presently have 
six Japanese prisoners of war who are being held on the West 
Coast. The PW r s are Koreans who were picked up from Japanese 
labor battalions. They will have to be returned to the War De- 
partment when liquidation is effected. 

Oswald stated that it was his understanding that 
Colonel Eifler intended to close out the entire FEU at the 
earliest possible moment. They have already had verbal instruc- 
tions to this effect from either Mr. Cheston or the Director 
(Oswald was not certain)’. 

I explained to Oswald that the Executive and Liquida- 
ting Officer wanted a memorandum covering the Unit ! s plans for 
liquidation, including a specific date as to when it could be 
accomplished as well as justification for the retention of any 
personnel over a prolonged period. He assured me that Colonel 
Eifler would give this his earliest attention upon return and 
it would probably be in Monday or Tuesday. a
